POOR A MENACE? 


SOCIETY BLAMED 


Professor at N. U. Backs 
Common Laborers. 


Is American civilization declining be 
cause the lower classes increase ten 
times faster than the intellectuals? 

The blame for existing conditions 
among certain groups is squarely 
upon society as a whole, rather than 
upon the individual laborer, according 
to William L. Bailey, professor of so- 
clology at Northwestern university. He 
denied the charges made recently by 
Mrs. Henry A. Mehrie of the social 
service department of the Court of 
Domestic Relations that unskilled la- 
borers, with their large families and 
gmail mentalities, were a menace to 
American civilization. 

“Unskilled labor is no disgrace, but 
tt is a disgrace and a menace that la- 
borers find it impossible to obtain the 
minimum standard of living or to safe 
guard the eugenic welfare of their 
families,” Mr. Bailey declared yester- 
day. 

Poverty Is a Social Problem. 


Inability to make ends meet does not 
imply inability to earn, nor race de) 
terioration, Mr. Bailey said. Poverty) 
is a problem of society as a whole, he 
said, and it is adding insult to injury 
to call any large class of the poor in 
this country eugenically unfit. 

The burden rests on society which 
creates situations where solutions are 
unduly difficult, Mr. Bailey believes. 
Society is all too prone to see a menace 
to civilization proceeding from groups 
which make its prosperity and success 
possible, he said, and it is easy for 
those of higher status to stamp the 
poor with the uneugenic label. 

“Society does recruit from the bot- 
tom,” Mr. Bailey declared, “but the 
true spirit of social service is to dis 
cover how the defects of the upper 
ranges manifest themselves in condi- 
tions at the bottom. It is not impos 
sible that some of the sex sins of so 


ciety in general find expression in the 
lives of the poor and contribute to the 
aggravation of their condition.” 
Large Families Not an Evil. 
Prof. E. A. Robinson, psychologist, 
University of Chicago, also disagrees 


with Mrs. Mehrie. 
“Even if unskilled laborers have 


larger families than have members of 
the so-called upper levels, this does not 
mean that their progeny will be unable 


serted. 

Dr. William J. Hickson, head of the 
psychopathic hosptal, came readily to 
the support of Mrs. Mehrie’s opinion, 
however.

CALEED CRITICAL 
IN CHILD’S LIFE 


Warning Sounded on 


Intelligence Tests. 


“The child of pre-school age is being 
rediscovered,” said Arnold Gesell, di- 
rector of the Yale psycho clinic on the 
mental growth of the pre-school] child, 
addressing the midwest conference on 
parent education at the Palmer House 
yesterday. “He has become a social 
problem of great magnitude because 
society now recognizes that the protec- 
tion of physical and mental health, the 
reduction of crime and of mental dis- 
order, must begin with infancy. 

How home and school training and 
influence may affect the intelligence o/ 
the child was discussed by Dr. Walter 
F. Dearborn of the psycho educationa! 
clinic, Harvard university. 


A Warning on Tests. 

Presenting the views of his fellow 
cultural psychologists, Dr. Dearborn 
deprecated the notion that intelligence 
tests can measure and forecast the 
limits of intellectual development in 
children. 

A talk on the direct instruction of 
the child in moral and civic education 
was delivered by Dr. Ernest Horn, dli- 
rector of the college of education, Uni- 
versity of lowa. 

“The problem of moral and civic 
education is not peculiar to tais age,”’ 
Dr. Horn declared. “It has always 
been present, but becomes critical 
whenever economic and social condi- 
tions change rapidly. Then traditional 
modes and behavior break down and 
there is difference of opinion as to 
what constitutes desirable behavior. In 
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such periods as this the teacher has a 
particularly important and dificult 
task.” 


Cultural Needs Outlined 

Cultural needs of the child were out- 
lined at the luncheon round table dis 
cussion by Mary Root Kern, school of 
education, University of Chicago, end 
Mrs. Margaret Schulz Kranz, school of 
speech, Northwestern university.

Charges Brennan Killed Home Rale. 

Gov. Dunne sent a bill to the senate 
creating the state commission but con- 
taining a clause saving home rule for 
Chicago, O’Connell said. The bill 
passed the senate but the home rule 
clause was killed out of it in the house 


by the votes of twelve Democrats con- 
trolled by Brennan, he declared. 

In reply to Brennan's chiding on the 
coalition’s support of McAdoo, a dry, 
for President in 1924, while proclaim- 
ing itself wet, O'Connell said he and 
Dunne thought McAdoo the best candi- 
date. He then recalled Brennan’s sup- 
port of Norfhan L. Jones, a dry, for 
governor, and of John P. Devine, an- 
other dry, for Democratic floor leader 
of the Illinois house. 

Defends Job on Commission.

Dunne sac- 
rificed home rule for Chicago is a

law providing for commission control

“Upon his election and in keeping 
with his pledge he sent a bill to the 
senate, which specifically provided for 
home rule for Chicago. The senate ap- 
proved the bill and it was sent to the 
legislature for ratification and here is 
where Mr. Brennan, the great cham- 
pion for home rule for Chicago, showed 
his fine Italian hand. On June 10, 1913, 
house bill No. 90 was up for second 
reading in the lower house and the 
record of the journal of ‘the lower 
house of that date plainly shows. that 
if the Democrats of Cook county con- 
trolled and influenced by Mr. Brennan 
had voted for article No. 6, which pro- 
vided home rule for Chicago, Chicago 
would today have home rule. 

“It is a well known fact that Mr.

Question Yet Unanswered.

ROME, March 6.—Dino Grandi, sec- 
retary of state for foreign affairs, is 
eager for an understanding between 
the United States and Italy, not only 
an official friendship but a personal 
contact between Americans and Ital- 
ians. The two nations, he believes, 
are bound through many ties which 
must grow stronger as the years 
pass. America, he believes, does not 
understand Fascism and confuses the 


issues between the Facist party and | 


the opposition in Italy. 

Mr. Grandi has played an impor- 
tant r&le in the foreign policy of Italy 
during the last f@w months. He was 
at Locarno with the Italifin delegates. 


' He was a member of the Volpi mis- 


sion to the United States, and more 
recently he assisted in arranging the 
settlement with England. 

“What, in your optnion, is the mis- 
sion of Italy during the next ten 
years?” I asked Mr. Grandi after we 
had chatted of his recent trip to 
America and its happy results. 

“You probably will remember that 
Premier Mussolini had occasion in one 
of his recent speeches to divide the 
problems of the city cf Rome into 
those of necessity and those of grand- 
eur,’’ he replied, 

“An analogous division, I believe, 
can be applied in a larger field, rela- 
tively, to the duties that Italy has set 


for herself and will set for herself’ 


in the future. Duties derived by neces- 
sity were those which we have met in 
the most recent past. 
Victory Brings Rebirth. 

“Victory in the great war, which 
was really for us the final war of in- 
dependence, brought the consolidation 
of our recent union through a great 
proof of heroism and: tenacioutsness in 
which all the people of every region, 
every faith, and every class formed one 
army and brought their contribution of 
blood, money and sacrifices to complete 
the glorious operation of our national 
rebirth. 
-“ Today, now that this historical duty 
of vital necessity for our country has 
been concluded, Italy directs herself to 
problems of grandeur. She will be 
compelled to develop in the next ten 
years her unused resources, to in- 
tensify elementary and professional] in- 
struction, to draw the maximum profit 
from her soil, particularly by com- 
plete development of her hydro-elec- 
tric resourees, to increase her cultural 
and commercial expansion in the world,

the continuous augmentation of traffic 
and‘ cultural relations, which already 
have shown, very great increase since 
the war. ertainly the great conflict 
will have brought many griefs and 
misfortunes with the beneficial effect 
of bringing nearer materially and spir- 
itually our two continents. 
“Regarding Italy, the war contrib- 
uted to the rmportant increase of com- 
mercial exchange, to the ‘renewed and 
reciprocal wish to become better ac- 
quainted and better appreciated, and 
we must join*to these benefits the 
large flood of our emigrants into the 
United States, which in the past spread 
deep friendship between the two peo- 
ples. The seed of friendship already 
has begun to bear sensible fruit. Be- 
tween the American and Italian people 
are already stabilized deep ties which 
have for their reason for existence in 
a reciprocal comprehension much 
more than in daily pojitical necessi- 
ties. ' ' 


Durable Sympathy Established. 


“ The citizens of the great American 
republic and the Italians of the new 
Fascist century deeply feel that a 


durable sympatny has been stabilized 
between our nations. Instead of di- 
minishing, this will increase. I am 
absolutely sure of this, and our recent 
trip to the United States,. which will 
remain indelible in my spirit, has con- 
firmed these certainties.” 


“What are the causes, in your 
opinion, of the diverse judgment in 
America of Italy in generat and 

sm in particular?” 

“It is natural that any observer of 
the complex Fascist phenomena is in- 
fluenced by his particular point of 
view, his education, the atmosphere 
in which he lives, and his political 
ideas influence him, even if he con- 
siders himself objective. It is neces- 
sary, then, to observe that several 
American judgments contrary to Fas- 
cism are derived from ideas which are 
erroneously crystalized by political in- 
stitutions and forms which in Italy 
and the United States have eqgal or 
similar names, but whose actions are 
entirely different in the two countries. 


Explains Difference in Masonries. 


“The case of Free Masonry is typi- 
cal. While the Anglo-Saxon Masonry 


is an organization which has noble 
philanthropical aims, and to which the 
greatest men feel honored to belong, 


the Masonry which, to our misfortune, 
has taken root in Italy was a large 
and many branched secret society 
which injected itself with sectarian 
favoritism into the most jealously 
guarded organs of the state, corroding 
the discipline, undermining the bases 
of the army, of the judiciary, and of 
the bureaucracy. 

“The same is to be said of certain 
organizations which under the appear- 
ance of protecting the interests of the 
labor classes developed in reality a 
deceitful propaganda of opposition and 
subversion of our social structure. The 


fact is that the Americans who per- 


sonally came to Italy to prove witn 
their own eyes how Fascism—falsely 
understood at a distance through ig- 
norance and bad faith—have in the 
majority carried away impressions 
chiefly favorable to us, as you will 
have noted yourself.”’

SABER FOR WAR 


Wants Siberia, but Fears 
Veto of Powers.

TOKIO, Feb. 16.—[{By Mail.]— We 
could drive the Russians back to the 
Baikal line easily enough, but would 


we be allowed by the powers to keep 
Siberia if we won it?” asked a high 
official of the Japanese army, in con- 
versation recently respecting the prob- 
lem of Japan's surplus population and 
the necessity of an expansion of Japa- 
nese territory. 

If Japan knew the answer to that 
question, in the opinion of many here, 
it would not be long before a quarrel 
would be picked with the Slavs and all 
the most pressing problems of Japan 
solved at the point of the bayonet. 
The question of a future oil supply 
would be answered by the occupation 
of north Saghalien. The most essen- 
tial matter of‘ unrestricted access to 
good fishing grounds would be solved 
by the capture of the Siberian and 
Kamchatka coasts. 


Keep Hands Off Manchuria. 


There are many in Japan who look 
upon Siberia as the only feasible place 
for Japanese expansion. Manchuria 
is closer and its military occupation 
and its retention would be vastly 
easier, but that section is out of the 
question for the very simple reason 
that Japan must continue to hold her 
trade in Central and South China, and 
the first move she might make to oc- 
cupy Manchuria, or any other part 
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of China, would end all her trade in al! 
China overnight. 

War with Russia, however, would 
clear the Russiang out of Manchuria 


and leave the exploitation field there‘ 


open for Japan, at the same time 
pleasing China by settling for her the 
question of the Chinese Eastern rail- 
way and making possible the eradica- 
tion from outer Mongolia of the soviet 
power that now holds that province 
for Moscow. 


Diplomatic Language Sugary. 


The Japanese foreign office today is 
more than friendly in everything it 
has to say regarding Russia; its words 
are almost subservient. Former Pre 
mier Kato and the present Premier 
Wakatsuki, who ig treading in Kato’s 
footsteps, have denied in every public 
way that Russia is at all aggressive 
against Japan. This is puzzling the 
many who know how Russia has 
fought Japan at every turn of the road 
in Canton, Peking, and Harbin, who 
have watched the Japanese accepting 
humbly the Russian terms in the Sino- 
Russian protocol, the negotiations re- 
garding Saghalien, the vital question 
of the Siberian fisheries. Can the 
explanation be that Japan is working 
up a case against Russia as an impos- 
sible neighbor, one with whom fair 
and friendly negotiations and rela- 
tions cannot be maintained? 


Pushes Manchurian Railway. 


In the face of repeated Russian pro- 
tests, Japan has pushed an extension 
of her South Manchurian railway to 
the right-of-way of the Russian Chi- 
nese Eastern, well tou the west, and 
trains will be running over this new 
line this spring. This line was built 
ostensibly and legally for the Chinese. 
butgactually it is a line of the highest 
stragetic importance to Japan in the 
event of war with Russia, permitting 
a Japanese force to be thrown into 
Siberia at a point where the trans- 
Siberian cAn be cut far inland and the 
entire Siberian coast and the port of 
Viadivostok isolated, to be occupied 
at leasure from the sea.

Mayor Dever was asked to appoint 
100 leading citizens to serve on a cen- 
tennial committee. 

The proposal was placed before the 
mayor by the council committee on city 


planning, parks, and athletics, which 
adopted the suggestion by unanimous 
vote after hearing the opinions of va- 
rious civic and business leaders. 

Although the aldermen were agreed 
that the centennial would be “ the big- 
gest thing ever attempted,” they were 
unable to settle on a recommendation 
as to the date. Some felt the event 
should take place in 1933, to celebrate | 
the organization of Chié¢ago as a town, 
and others suggested 1937, anniversary 
of the taking out of city incorporation 
papers.

In either event, it was argued by 
Charlies H. Wacker, chairman of the 
Chicago plan commission and a leading 
supporter of the centennial plan, there 
is little time to be wasted in getting 
arrangements for the exposition under 
way. 

Corporation Council Francis x. 
Busch said that in his opinion the ac- 
tual determination of the date for such 
a@ landmark in history would give 
added impetus to the improvement 
program of the present city adminis- 
tration. 

Mr. Busch added that he felt the 
decision incidentally would have a 
marked effect in arousing congress- 
men to the necessity of providing Chi- 
cago with a new postoffice and other 
federal government favors. 


“Show the Whole World.” 


“This is going to show the whole 
world what Chicago can do,” he de- 
clared. “It means that all of us must 
work to arouse enthusiasm of the 
people and then put our shoulders to} 
the wheel and make the exposition'a 
success.”

INHERITANCE TAX 
CALLED OFFENSE 
AGAINST STATES 


{Chieagd Tribune Press Bervies.} 
Washington, D. C., March 6.—[Spe- 
cial. ]—Criticism of congress in connec- 


‘tion with the estate tax provisions of 


the new revenue law is expressed in a 
report approved today by a _ special 
committee representing state legisia- 


tures which lobbied in Washington for 
the repeal of this tax. 
Recommendations approved by the 
committee were as follows: 

1, That state legislatures take no ac- 
tion that perzmnanently commits them 
to the joint inheritance tax levy plan 
enacted by congress. 

2. That congress repeal that portion 
of the federal inheritance tax provision 
relating to state levies. 

3. That state regislatures demand 
recognition by congress in all joint 
levies, appropriations, and interlocking 
policies of government before congress 
legislates upon such matters. 

4. That an estate tax is a property 
tax and is a source of revenue belong- 
ing to the state and should be aban- 
doned by congress. 

“The federal act works a hardship

upon those states that have no state 
inheritance tax, such as Alabama, Flor- 
ida, and Nevada, as well as upon all 
states that exempt close kin or apply 
a very much lower rate to near rela- 
tives than to remote kin,”’ the report 
said. “ We question the constitution- 
ality of the act. 

“We consider its provisions ob- 
noxious to public sentiment and an of- 
fense against state legislatures of the 
nation. The object of the measure and 
the acknowledged effect of its opera- 
tion is not to raise revenue for the 
federal government, but to regulate the 
taxing powers of the states. It is pro- 
posed to compel all states to levy an 
inheritance, tax and to levy it at a 
rate and under conditions prescribed 
by congress. 

“We challenge the statement that it 
is in‘the interest of the public welfare 
that legislatures enact laws and the 
people think and act according to man- 
dates laid down by congress.”

Marmalade Failures. 


Unless the combination of fruit and 
sugar has been cooked until] brown, 
that is, until the sugar has caramel- 
ized, a marmalade mixture which hae 
not jellied because of an inexperienced 
har or eye, perhaps, will do well for 
drinks. These beverages may not be 
exactly like lemonade, but good, espe 
clally with sparkling water, and & 
little fresh ‘lemon juice and no addi- 
tiona] sugar.

fhile neither of these sayings is 
Mterally true, the fact that they have 
been quoted for generations makes one 
realize that many mothers have seen 
the effect of pregnancy on the teeth. 
Moreover, the very voicing of these 
gentiments does much harm, for some 
prospective mothers are inclined to 
become reconciled to tooth destruction 


There js ho doubt that the teeth are 
. go to the dentist and have her teeth 
examined, and put in good condition. 
It is economy to choose a good dentist, 
says our authority, for cheap dentistry 
is really expensive when it means thet 
fillings do not stay in and that the 
teeth. have been improperly prepared 
and treated. 

“Tell your dentist of your condi- 
tion,” says Dr. Schmidt, “and then 
follow his advice. Doctors who spe- 
cialize in the best and proper care of 
women during this period urge that 
dental work, if needed, be done, as the 
presence of decaying teeth adds to the

fore, the visits to the dentist should be 


frequent... Of course, prolonged, pain- 
ful operations are not undertaken, but 
simple fillings and even extractions 
may be made with a beneficial rather 
than a harmful effect.” : 

It is of the greatest importance to 
give the mouth excellent daily care 
during pregnancy, as the saliva is 
somewhat changed in consistency and 


there is apt to be vomiting and ‘acid 


regurgitations. Brush the teeth with 
a rotary motion after each meal, use 
dental floss between them to remove 
any remaining food particles, and, 
finally, rinse the mouth well with 


mouth wash. 
Excellent Mouth Wash. 

“Excellent washes,” to quote from 
our authority, “are salt and water 
(one-half teaspoonful of common table 
salt in a glass of water), a solution 
of bicarbonate of soda (one-half tea- 
spoonful of soda dissolved in a glass of 
water) or lime water. 

Lime water may be prepared at 

. “home easily arid inexpensively in the 

following way: 
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Secure from the paint shop a five 
cent lump of coarse lime, crush it 
into a fine powder, place a half cupful 
in an empty quart bottle and fill near- 
ly full with cold water. Shake thor- 
oughly, then allow it to settle for 
several hours, after which pour the 
water off the lime, as this first mix- 
ing contains the washing of the lime. 
Again fill the. bottle, shake well and 
allow it to settle.. This lime water may 
be poured into a small bottle which is 
more convenient to handle and the 
quart bottle refilled with clear water 
and set aside to be used gain. So on 


the process may be repeated, since j 


a half cup of lime will make five or 
six quarts of mouth wash. 

After brushing and flossing the teeth 
pour a little lime water into a giass 
and, taking it into the mouth, force it 
back forth between the teeth and 
tongue until it foams: Care should be 
taken to draw the liquid between the 
teeth.. If the lime water is a little 
strong at first dilute it with clear wa- 
ter, half and half.

each brushing, after vomiting and re- 
gurgitations.

If a grea‘ deal of 
work is found necessary -emporary 
cement fillings should be usé¢d to stop 
the decay, leaving the permanent fll-

MAKING BUTTONHOLES WELL. 
UTTONHOLES are seen on 40 
Many dresses today, it may be 
interesting to some who read 
this column to know the right 

way to make them. If you are not 

accustomed to making them, it wil] be 
wise to practice on cloth that works 
easily (does not ravel), folding it dou- 
ble and basting around the edges to 

keep them together. The distance a 

buttonhole is cut from the edge of a 

hem depends on the garment, but it 

should never be nearer than one-quar- 
ter of an inch. In men’s shirts button- 
holes are cut lengthwise in the middie 
of the plait and are worked around 
each end. Buttonholes that are cut 


barred across the inside end. 

If a button is flat, the buttonhole 
should measure one-eighth of an inch 
more than the diameter of the button: 


horizontally to the hem are generally 


well, and is apt to pull out in time if 
cut too short. 

The slit should be cut perfectly 
Straight to a thread on the warp or 
woof, as the case may be, and the po- 
sition of each buttonhole marked on 
the garment before cutting any.. Use 
a sharp pencil, or a piece of French 
chalk that has been well sharpened, to 
mark each hole, and cut exactly on the 
marks. If materials fray, it is a good 
idea first to overcast around the edge 
from the wrong side, taking tiny 
stitches. 

The stitch is worked from right to 
left, beginning at the farthest end 
from the edge. Take the two threads 
at the eye of the needle and bring 
them towards you at the right of the 
needle and under the point from you, 
drawing the needle through and mak- 
ing a knot or purl at the tip edge of 
the slit. Continue in this way, keep- 
ing the stitches an even depth, and 
perhaps a thread of the materia! as 
the width between them, making the 
stitches lie flat. 


If the thread should break or prove 
too short, put the needle through the 
slit to the wrong side and fasten. 
After threading the needle again, in- 
sert it in the side of the last stitch, 
drawing the thread up through the 


last knot or purl, and proceed as be 
fore. 

On heavy cloth and where shank 
buttons are used, the end of the slit 
nearest the edge is rounded so the 
button will lie flat in the buttonhole. 
First stitch close to the marking for 
the buttonhole on each side, then cut 
the marked place, and, taking some 
sharp pointed scissors, cut the tiniest 
possible clip just beyond the stitching 
on each side, making the cut diagonal) 
to the slit. Then make a third clip 
directly in front of the end of the 
slit. Around this little place cut from 
one end to the other, and be sure not 
to cut too deep. A buttonfiole punch 
is fine for this, but a little practice 
will make it possible to do without. 

Overcast the buttonhole on the 
wrong side, and then, before workine 
the buttonhole on the right side 
thread an extra needle, and have the 
twist double. Insert the needle in the 
cloth at the end where you start 
working, bringing. it to the right side 
and just the depth of the buttonhole 
stitch below the slit. Put the needle 
through again from the right side to 
the \.rong side, at the opposite end 
the slit, and let it hang while working 
T.uis double thread makes a bar to 
work the buttonhole stitch over anu 
strengthens the hole.

Deliberately planned by some one to 
create a sensation, and with little heon- 
est conviction shining through it, I 
cannot see much chance for “ The Vir- 
gin.” But it is well played by Benni- 
son, Lee Baker, Phyllis Povah, and Al- 
bert Albertson, and that helps.

From Cinema to Stage. 

Mr. Sessue Hayakawa, a household 
name among the followers of the cine- 
ma, I understand, came to town some 
weeks back and appeared in person, 
in the flesh, and with comparatively 
little makeup on to deceive the visitors, 
in a drama called “ The Love City,” 
from the German of Bachwitz. At the 
time there was a rush of other and, 
to me, seemingly more important 
drama, and [I did not have a chance to 
see the popular Japanese perform. 
After two weeks his lease of the Little 
theater expired and he was forced to 
vacate. Now he has resumed his run 
at the Kiaw. The night I was there 
the balcony was filled with what I ac- 
cepted as a portion of the actor’s dear 
unseen public. Below stairs there 
were not so many, but they, too,.un- 
doubtedly knew their man. 


“The Love City” is not much as 
drama. A thin reflection of “The 
Shanghai Gesture,” being concerned 
with the proprietor of one of these 
houses in China to which European 
tourists of the male persuasion are 
lured and taught to use drugs. One 
such fellow is drugged into dreamland 
by Sessue and thereafter sees himself 
again living with his wife, while Sessue 
has become a Chinese prince and the 
lady’s lover. Waking, the dreamer 
shoots Sessue, and Sessue shoots him. 


There is not much chance for the 
movie favorite to act. He filters his 
words through his teeth and is not 
easily understood. Going into his pan- 
tomime after he is shot, he does give 
a moving exhibition of a man holding 
together a severed appendix with the 
right hand while he lights a cigaret 
with the left. I fear this is hardly 
enough to help him to a success.
